3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
Description of Circuit and Housing fails to refer to drawing numbers for better 
understanding. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 



following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
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Misnumbered claims 18-23 been renumbered as 1 -6. Claim Rejections - 35 USC 

§112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 18-23 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

7. Regarding claim 19 (line 9), the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

8. Claims 18-21 rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

9. Claim 18 recites the limitation "this array of alarms" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

10. Claim 18 recites the limitation "the automatic mechanical and electrical delivery 
and redundancy" in line 2-3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in 
the claim. 
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1 1 . Claim 1 9 recites the limitation "the use of the USB, 802. 1 1 b, and the use of the 
PC and MAC as a means... the combination of these communication devices... the 
standalone all in one voice modem... the allowable tolerances" in lines 1-6. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

12. Claim 20 recites the limitation "the unique online pay service" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

13. Claim 21 recites the limitation "the much louder 200db horn" in line 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

14. Claim 22 recites the limitation "the design of a premium model.. .the online 
service" in lines 2-3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

15. Claim 23 recites the limitation "the call back from the 91 1 personnel" in line 1. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

No art rejection applied at this time until the applicant fix the above 
informalities and rejections in order to put the claims in condition for 
examination. 

Conclusion 

16. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Gilbert (5365568) discloses a smoke detector with automatic dialing. 
Carroll (US 4521645) discloses a fire alarm system.
